CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS  COMMITTEE 

This  committee  was  appointed  at  the  October  Board  meeting  for 
the  purpose  of  going  over  the  constitution  and  by-laws,  and  making 
what  changes  they  considered  advisable  for  the  improvement  of  the 
organization.  Mrs.  Marjorie  Mercer  Cox  was  chairman;  members  were 
Mrs.  Phoebe  Enders  Willis  and  Miss  Margaret  Lambert.  The  following 
report  contains  the  two  items  which  were  discussed  and  accepted  as 
recommendations  from  the  Board  at  the  general  meeting  last  year. 
Mrs.  Cox  and  her  committee  has  done  an  excellent  job.  Please  study 
these  and  be  ready  to  vote  on  them. 

Proposed  changes  in  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  The  National 
Alumnae  Association  of  Mary  Washington  College  of  the  University  of 
Virginia. 


Constitution — 


Article  II — Objective 


The  objectives  and  purposes  of  this  Association  shall  be  to:  promote 
good  fellowship  among  its  members;  to  strengthen  their  bonds  with 
their  Alma  Mater;  to  establish  and  promote  local  Chapters  of  the 
Association;  and  to  aid  in  every  proper  way  Mary  Washington  College 
of  the  University  of  Virginia. 

Proposed  change — 

The  objectives  and  purposes  of  this  Association  shall  be  to:  pro- 
mote good  fellowship  among  its  members;  the  interchange  of  ideas 
on  alumnal  and  educational  problems;  to  strengthen  their  bonds  with 
their  Alma  Mater;  to  establish  and  promote  local  Chapters  of  the  Assoc- 
iation; and  to  aid  in  every  proper  way  Mary  Washington  College  of  the 
University  of  Virginia. 

Article  IV — Officers  and  Their  Election 

Section  (1)  Officers:  The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be 
President,  Vice-President,  Secretary,  Treasurer,  Historian  and  Parlia- 
mentarian. 

Proposed  change — 

Section  (1)  Officers:  The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be 
President,  Vice-President,  Secretary,  Treasurer  and  Historian. 

Section  (3)  Eligibility:  Only  Members  of  the  Association  of  one 
year's  standing  or  more  and  who  are  active  members  of  the  Association 
at  the  time  of  the  nomination  shall  be  eligible  for  the  offices  of  the 
President  and  Vice-President.  Any  active  member  of  the  Association 
shall  be  eligible  for  the  office  of  Secretary,  Treasurer,  Parliamentarian 
and  Historian. 

Proposed  change — 

Section  (3)  Eligibility:  Only  members  of  the  Association  of  one 
year's  standing  or  more  and  who  are  active  members  of  the  Assoc- 
iation at  the  time  of  the  nomination  shall  be  eligible  for  the  offices 
of  President  and  Vice-President.  Any  active  member  of  the  Association 
shall  be  eligible  for  the  office  of  Secretary,  Treasurer  and  Historian. 

Section  (4)  Term:  The  election  of  officers  shall  be  staggered  in 
such  a  manner  that  the  President,  Vice-President  and  Secretary  be 
elected  on  odd-numbered  years  and  the  other  officers  Treasurer,  His- 
torian and  Parliamentarian  be  elected  on  even  numbered  years,  taking 
office  June  1  of  the  year  elected.  They  shall  be  eligible  for  reelection 
for  one  term  only. 

Proposed  change — 

Section  (4)  Term:  The  election  of  officers  shall  be  staggered  in 
such  a  manner  that  the  President,  Vice-President  and  Secretary  be 
elected  on  odd-numbered  years  and  the  other  officers  Treasurer  and 
Historian  be  elected  on  even  numbered  years,  taking  office  June  1  of  the 
year  elected.  They  shall  be  eligible  for  reelection  for  one  term  only. 
The  Parliamentarian  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President  for  a  term  of 
two  years. 

BY-LAWS 

Article  I — Duties  of  Officers 

Section  (1)  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the 
Association;  shall  have  general  supervision  of  all  affairs  of  the  Assoc- 
iation; shall  be  ex-officio  member  of  all  committees;  shall  approve 
payment  of  any  funds  from  the  Treasury;  shall  appoint  standing  com- 
mittees and  special  committees,  with  the  approval  of  the  Board  of 
Directors.  She  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Association  which 
shall  be  presented  at  the  annual  meeting  and  which  shall  be  mailed  to 
any  active  member  upon  request. 

Proposed  change — 

Section  (1)  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the 
Association;  shall  have  general  supervision  of  all  affairs  of  the  Assoc- 
iation; shall  be  ex-officio  member  of  all  committees  except  the  Nomi- 
nating Committee;  shall  appoint  standing  committees  and  special  com- 
mittees except  the  Nominating  Committee,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Board  of  Directors.  She  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Association 
which  shall  be  presented  at  the  annual  meeting  and  which  shall  be 
mailed  to  any  active  member  upon  request.  She  may  at  her  discretion 
call  special  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Directors  and  must  call  such 
meetings  at  the  written  request  of  three  members. 

Section  (4)  The  Treasurer  shall  have  custody  of  all  funds  or 
securities  of  the  Association,  except  those  properly  held  by  such  persons 
or  institutions  as  may  be  designated  by  the  Board  of  Directors.  She 
shall  sign  all  checks,  drafts,  notes  and  other  instruments  for  the  pay- 
ment of  money,  and  she  shall  pay  out  and  dispose  of  the  same  under 
direction  of  the  President  and  Board  of  Directors.  She  shall  submit 
her  books  annually  for  auditing  and  shall  present  an  annual  report 
including  an  auditor's  statement.  An  Assistant  Treasurer  recommend- 
ed by  the  Treasurer  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President  to  aid  and 
assist  the  Treasurer  in  all  duties  described  above. 
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Proposed  change — 

Section  (4)  The  Treasurer  shall  have  custody  of  all  funds  or 
securities  of  the  Association,  except  those  properly  held  by  such  per- 
sons or  institutions  as  may  be  designated  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 
She  shall  sign  all  checks,  drafts,  notes  and  other  instruments  for  the 
payment  of  money,  and  she  shall  pay  out  and  dispose  of  the  same  under 
direction  of  the  Executive  Committee  and/or  Board  of  Directors.  She 
shall  submit  the  books  annually  for  aduiting  and  shall  present  an  an- 
nual report  including  an  auditor's  statement.  An  Assistant  Treasurer 
recommended  by  the  Treasurer  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President  to 
aid  and  assist  the  Treasurer  in  all  duties  described  above. 

ARTICLE  II— EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 

The  President,  Vice-President,  Secretary,  Treasurer,  Parliamen- 
tarian and  Historian  shall  constitute  an  Executive  Committee  to  trans- 
act the  business  of  the  Association  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board 
of  Directors. 

Proposed  change — 

Article  II — Executive  Committee 

The  President,  Vice-President,  Secretary,  Treasurer  and  Historian 
shall  constitute  an  Executive  Committee  to  transact  the  business  of  the 
Association  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

ARTICLE  III— BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS 

The  Board  of  Directors  shall  be  composed  of  the  elected  officers, 
the  Assistant  Treasurer,  the  Faculty  Adviser,  Chairmen  of  Standing 
Committees  and  the  Directors  of  Local  Chapters  who  have  been  ratified 
by  the  Association  at  the  annual  meeting.  Chapter  Presidents  or  their 
representatives  may  attend  as  non-voting  members  of  the  Board.  The 
Board  of  Directors  shall  have,  subject  to  the  control  of  the  members, 
general  charge  of  the  affairs  of  the  Association.  The  duties  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  shall  be  to  carry  forward  the  work  of  the  Assoc- 
iation; to  formulate  policies  for  adoption  by  the  Association;  to  super- 
vise the  work  of  the  Executive  Secretary;  to  receive  and  approve  the 
plans  of  the  Finance  Committee;  and  to  approve  the  Nominating  Com- 
mittee; to  determine  what  publications  shall  be  published  by  the  Assoc- 
iation; and  to  cooperate  in  every  possible  way  with  the  College  Admin- 
istration and  Faculty  in  advancing  the  interests  of  the  College.  The 
enumeration  of  particular  powers  for  the  Board  of  Directors  shall  not 
restrict  general  grant  of  power  herein.  Regular  meetings  of  the  Board 
of  Directors  shall  be  held  semi-annually  at  a  time  and  place  determined 
by  the  President. 

Proposed  change — 

Article  III — Board  of  Directors. 

The  Board  of  Directors  shall  be  composed  of  the  elected  officers, 
the  Assistant  Treasurer,  the  Parliamentarian,  the  Faculty  Adviser, 
Chairmen  of  Standing  Committees,  the  Presidents  and  Directors  of 
Local  Chapters  who  have  been  ratified  by  the  Association  at  the  annual 
meeting.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  have,  subject  to  the  control  of 
the  members,  general  charge  of  the  affairs  of  the  Association.  The 
duties  of  the  Board  of  Directors  shall  be  to  carry  forward  the  work  of 
the  Association;  to  formulate  policies  for  adoption  by  the  Association; 
to  supervise  the  work  of  the  Executive  Secretary;  to  receive  and  ap- 
prove the  plans  of  the  Finance  Committee;  and  to  elect  the  Nominating 
Committee;  to  determine  what  publications  shall  be  published  by  the 
Association;  and  to  cooperate  in  every  possible  way  with  the  College 
Administration  and  Faculty  in  advancing  the  interests  of  the  College. 
The  enumeration  of  particular  powers  for  the  Board  of  Directors  shall 
not  restrict  general  grant  of  power  herein.  Regular  meetings  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  shall  be  held  semi-annually  at  a  time  and  place 
determined  by  the  President.  Special  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
may  be  called  by  the  President  or  upon  the  written  requests  of  three 
members. 

ARTICLE  V— STANDING  COMMITTEES 
There  shall  be  the  following  standing  committees: 

1.  Finance  Committee  shall  prepare  and  present  a  tentative  budget  at 
the  October  meeting  to  be  adopted  at  the  April  meeting  of  the  Board 
of  Directors  and  to  become  effective  June  1. 

2.  Homecoming  Committee  shall  submit  tentative  plans  for  annual 
Homecoming  to  the  Board  and  shall  carry  out  plans  for  annual 
Homecoming. 

Proposed  changes  and  addition  to — Article  V. 

Article  V — Standing  Committees  and  Elected  Committees 

There  shall  be  the  following  Standing  Committees  and  Elected 

Committees. 

1.  Finance  Committee  shall  prepare  and  present  a  tentative  budget 
at  the  October  meeting  to  be  adopted  at  the  April  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  and  to  become  effective  June  1. 


2.  Homecoming  Committee  shall  submit  tentative  plans  for  annual 
Homecoming  to  the  Board  and  shall  carry  out  plans  for  annual 
Homecoming  at  the  Spring  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

3.  Nominating  Committee  shall  submit  a  list  of  one  or  more  names 
as  candidates  for  the  offices  to  be  currently  vacated. 

ARTICLE  VI— FINANCES 

The  fiscal  year  of  the  Association  shall  begin  on  June  1.  Dues  shall 
be  five  dollars  ($5.00)  annually  to  be  paid  to  the  National  Treasurer, 
two  dollars  ($2.00)  of  which  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  Chapter  with 
which  the  alumnae  becomes  affiliated  during  that  same  year.  (Life 
membership  does  not  entitle  a  National  member  to  life  Membership  in 
a  Chapter).  Life  Membership  shall  be  fifty  dollars  ($50.00)  which  may 
be  paid  in  full  or  in  ten  (10)  installments  of  five  dollars  ($5.00)  each 
over  a  period  of  ten  (10)  years.  (This  will  not  affect  Life  Membership 
on  which  an  installment  has  been  made  prior  to  April  1,  1950.) 

Proposed  change— ARTICLE  VI— FINANCES 

The  fiscal  year  of  the  Association  shall  begin  on  June  1.  Dues 
shall  be  five  dollars  ($5.00)  annually  to  be  paid  to  the  National  Treas- 
urer if  unaffiliated  with  a  local  chapter.  If  the  Alumna  shall  be 
affiliated  with  a  local  chapter,  five  dollars  ($5.00)  dues  shall  be  paid 
to  the  local  chapter  treasurer;  three  dollars  ($3.00)  of  which  shall  be 
forwarded  to  the  National  Treasurer.  (Life  membership  does  not 
entitle  a  National  member  to  Life  Membership  in  a  Chapter).  Life 
Membership  shall  be  fifty  dollars  ($50.00)  which  may  be  paid  in  full 
or  in  five  (5)  installments  of  ten  dollars  ($10.00)  each  over  a  period 
of  five  (5)  years.  (This  will  not  affect  Life  Memberships  on  which 
an  installment  has  been  made  prior  to  April  1,  1950.)  Chapter  dues 
should  be  sent  to  National  on  June  1,  and  January  1,  of  each  year,  in 
order  that  paid  members  may  receive  bulletins.
